“I had been dealing with the Phila­ 
delphia concern for 
several 
years,*' 
Mr. Epley said, “and have been as­ 
sured by officials of that company 
that they will compensate me for the 
loss occasioned by the seizure of the 
tires ami tubes.” 
Mr. Epley went 
to Philadelphia 
this afternoon to confer with officials 
of the firm through whom he pur­ 
chased the tires. 
According to 
re­ 
ports, the tires were represented to 
the local dealer as being part of the 
stock of a dealer who w'as on the 
verge 
of 
bankruptcy 
and 
needed 
money quickly. 
The tires w'ero offer­ 
ed to Mr. Epley at such a tow price 
that he immediately seized the oppor­ 
tunity to buy them, not knowing they 
had been stolen. 
Seized By Police 
Since Mr. Epley purchased the tires 
ami offered them for sale, a quantity 
of them hat! been sold, but the re­ 
mainder, 
117, together w'ith 
most 
of the tube*, w'ere taken from the tire 
store to the Adams county jail by 
Philadelphia and local detectives. 
According to reliable information, 
a salesman for the Ajax tire com­ 
pany, from whose Philadelphia ware­ 
house the tires and tubes were stolen 
last month, saw' an advertisement of 
the tires and tubes the Epley tire 
company had on sale. 
The prices at 
which the tires were being offered 
were less than the list quotations to 
dealers, and he a t once became sus­ 
picious that they were some of the 
stock stolen in Philadelphia. 
Identify Tires 
An agent for the company which 
carried insurance on the stock in the 
warehouse was called to Gettysburg

The serial numbers of only half a 
dozen of the several hundred tires 
stolen were* known to the rubber coni- 
!>any officials, and some of then* were 
found among Mr. Epley*s stock.

and taken to the jail. 
After the tires were identifies! as 
stolen property, a Philadelphia de­ 
tective was called in, and he ami De­ 
tective Charles Wilson and Corporal 
Snyder seized the stock.

Washington, Feb. 2.—'The 
Senate 
yesterday reel ai moil from Davy Jones' 
locker the now famous three cruisers 
sunk some time ago by the House and 
over which one of the greatest legis­ 
lative fights of recent years is being 
waged.
